In one word, the CHARACTER that makes for efficiency is 
not there, neither in the leaders nor in the rank and file. 
There is no reason but lack of this character that 
prevents hundreds of businesses being run on Socialist 
lines just as the New Lanark settlement and the Oncida 
Cólódy were run.
